As for the testimony about library j 
work with friends in the country was j 
concerned, Sedalia could see, as could J 
others, that through the postoffice de­ 
partment and the rural schools, Pet - 
1 
tis county has the most systematized 
service reported on in tile state. 
After 
a 
discussion of the county 
library laws of California, Washing- j 
ton and Oregon, a county library law : 
for Missouri was urged. The result of 
the discussion was the appointment of | 
a committee to draft a county library 
bill, to he presented to the next legis­ 
lature, which will provide to get hooks 
to all the people, that they may be­ 
come more progressive, and that Mis­ 
souri may become a better state in j 
Which to live. 
Barring New York, 
progressive California spends annual­ 
ly 
as 
much 
as all of the United 
States put together, and finds that it 
pays. 
It was the consensus of opin­ 
ion that if every county would in the 
next two years spread its work, when 
the measure comes up in the legisla­ 
ture, s'* would be educated to an un­ 
derstanding of the benefits to be de­ 
rived from such county-wide work. 
One day’s sessions were 
held 
in 
Webb City and Carthage, where were 
presented methods of teaching chil­ 
dren to use the library, co-operation 
with teachers, and ways and means 
of reaching the foreign children and 
the working boy. 
With another half-day’s discussion 
of the library and the 
schools 
we 
could summarize the benefits derived 
from the excellent program in a new 
realization of the far-reaching power 
of library work, a kindled interest in 
books for foreign payments in lan­ 
guages which they 
understand, 
the 
great 
importance 
of 
work 
with 
schools, and especially the need of 
providing enough hooks for the chil­ 
dren in the lower grades, and ever 
increasing ways and means of extend­ 
ing the city library service 
to 
the 
farmer. 
Sedalia seems to use proper meth­ 
ods in her school library work, send­ 
ing librarians into the school rooms 
instead of expecting the teachers to 
assume 
the 
added responsibility of 
circulating the library’s books. 
Statistics prove that 50 per cent of 
children comlete their education with 
the fifth grade and unless their inter­ 
est in reading is aroused, this propor­ 
tion will not read or use the library 
later. 
The solution 
is 
to 
provide 
books for these grades, and develop 
the reading habit early. 
Tile obvious 
duty of the librarian 
is 
to 
furnish 
enough hooks in the school room that 
the child can read himself, and to see 
that each child above the first grade 
has a library card. 
The Sedalia library has been mak­ 
ing this attempt, but still has too few 
books, and 
must 
buy 
more. 
The 
librarian’s conviction was borne out, 
that sending librarian and books into 
the school is a more effective way of 
reaching the children than the story 
hour. 
Where Sedalia seems farthest be­ 
hind was in teaching 
the 
children 
how to use the library themselves in­ 
stead of having everything looked up 
for them, and this year we shall try 
to have small group classes and really 
teach the use of the catalogue, and 
the position of books on the shelves, 
and more of the contents of reference 
books. 
Realizing every 
day 
that 
public 
servants must love public service, we 
strive to make the public library ful­ 
fill its mission to all alike. 
With the greatest appreciation for 
the hospitality of Joplin, Webb City 
and Carthage people, the session ad­ 
journed to meet next October in Co­ 
lumbia in the new library building of 
the university.

The enormous growth in the number of. automobiles, both for regular 
transportation lines as well as pleasure cars, has created a situation that has made 
the operation of street cars a most difficult problem. Have you ever stopped on 
a corner and 'counted the number of automobiles going by? Have you ever pon­ 
dered on just how many of them live on street car lines and formerly rode the cars 
three or four times aday ? Have you ever stopped to think that even some of these 
auto drivers, once or twice a week, ride the cars, and yet, of course, expect the cars 
to run eighteen hours a day, day in and day out, just the same with or without 
them? Have you noticed how often on the autoist’s way home he picks up one or 
more of his neighbors waiting on the corner for a car? You have noticed, as have 
we, the need of new street car equiment, of new crossings, of heavier rail. 
Of 
course, these are small things, but do you realize that your street car company, 
with a big investment in your city, has kept up its operations as best it could; ex­ 
panding and improving, yet with a decreasing patronage. 
Stop and think, your 
city needs a street car system. Where will this drain lead us? This is not alone 
true of Sedalia. The majority of companies operating street car systems, in 
cities of 100,000 people or under are, or are considering operating cars with one 
man. Nevada and Hannibal in our own state; Parsons, Kansas; Meridian, Mis­ 
sissippi; Athens, Georgia, and the Illinois Traction System on all its urban lines, 
as well as many others too numerous to mention have already adopted the one-man 
car. 


In the winter travel always falls off, even the railroads take off trains. 
Last winter we reduced the number of cars operated by one. This lengthened out 
the service given in East Sedalia from twelve to twenty minutes, and caused quite 
a few of our patrons to transfer who had not formerly done so. Naturally this 
was not appreciated by all. Some depend on our street cars in getting to and 
from their work. Not many, 'tis true; we wish it were more. Hence the problem 
is how can we best serve our patrons and our city and still make both ends meet. 


To meet this situation; namely, to give the same service you now have, give 
our faithful street car employes a needed raise in wages and still reduce our op­ 
erating expenses in keeping with our reduction in gross earnings, we beg herewith 
to announce the following plan of operation, effective Wednesday, November 3rd, 
1915: All lines will continue the same number of cars as in summer schedule, 
with same headway and for same hours. 
They will be operated by one motor- 
man-conductor (operator). All cars will stop on the nearside of street, receiving 
and discharging passengers on the front end (leftside). 


In making this arrangement the number of men actually working in plat­ 
form service will be, of course, reduced, but we have made arrangements to take 
care of most of them in other departments. The railroad crossings, both on East 
Third street and East Thirteenth street, will have a flagman, and we believe that 
he will also be of considerable assistance in handling the vehicle travel over these 
railroad crossings.

Maybe a few of us do not know what a near side stop is, so for your infor­ 
mation we say that in but very few of the big cities this system is already in force. 
It means that the car stops when it has passengers to discharge or to accept pas­ 
sengers, before crossing the street intersection. 
This prevents many accidents, 
for when the car is started it is absolutely under control and many collisions 
avoided . It also enables the operator of the car to make the discharging plat­ 
form exactly where the crossings are, so that in the districts outside of the paved 
streets the minimum of annoyance from mud and dust is obtained. 


Taking the passengers on at the front end and discharging them there is 
also in the interest of Safety First, for the operator who starts the car is right 
where he can see everybody that gets on or gets off and when it is the proper 
time for the car to start. We assure you that we are endeavoring on good busi­ 
ness principles to build up in your midst a public utility that you will he proud of 
and that you will have confidence in, and we earnestly bespeak your help in put­ 
ting this new plan,in effect.

During the past few weeks farmers 
have had many false alarms 
on ac­ 
count of small hopping insects, which 
have been mistaken for 
the Hessian 
fly. Many samples of these leaf hop­ 
pers are being received by the Mis- 
sour agricultural experiment station. 
They are small and when verv abund 
ant in w heat may injure it somewhat 
if 
warm 
weather 
continues 
long 
enough, but their 
injury 
is usually 
not severe. 
These leaf hoppers vary 
from 
an 
eighth to a quarter 
of 
an 
inch 
in 
length, jump 
much 
as grasshoppers 
do and may be green, gray or various­ 
ly colored and striking. In addition 
to these 
points 
which 
distinguish 
them from 
the 
tiny, 
mosquito-like 
Hessian fly, the 
hoppers 
have four 
wings, while the fly has only two. 
As there are 
rarely 
any Hessian 
flies reding this late in the 
fall, all 
wheat sowing should 
bo finished at 
once, if not already done. There need 
be absolutely no fear on account o' 
the hoppers.

dangerous insects or diseases on your 
fall planted fruit trees? Then watch! 
all deliveries of nursery stock and 
see that each one has an official in­ 
spection certificate signed 
by 
L. 
Haseman, entomologist and chief in­ 
spector. 
This certificate of nursery 
inspection is issued by the Agricul­ 
tural Experiment 
Station 
of 
the 
University of Missouri and indicates 
that the stock in question has been 
found "apar en fly free from danger­ 
ously Injurious insects or plant disp­ 
enses” by the chief inspector or hifi 
deputy, who may also sign. 
lf any trees are delivered without 
such a certificate, the law and your 
own protection both require that you 
report at once to the chief inspector 
of nurseries, Columbia, Missouri. 
Stock shipped in from other states 
must have a certificate similar in 
every way, except that the inspector 
of the state may sign instead of the 
Missouri inspector. 
All agents who take orders in Mis­ 
souri are required to have written 
permits to sell nursery stock, and 
farmers and fruit-groweis are urged 
to require that the permit be shown.
